 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 13 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 14

  (3) derived from any charge for admission to or use of: 19 
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   (i) a facility or equipment in connection with a bingo game that 1 

is operated in accordance with § 13–507 of the Criminal Law Article; 2 

 

   (ii) a bowling alley or lane; [or] 3 

 

   (iii) a charter fishing boat; OR 4 

 

   (IV) A NONTETHERED HOT AIR BALLOON, INCLUDING A 5 

TETHERED HOT AIR BALLOON; 6 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 7
